We Sierra Club members who think of con- 
servation as a year-round activity some- 
times forget that some other people have 
to be reminded of it. The California 
Conservation Council, well aware of the 
forgetfulness of the bulk of the people, 
every year tries to bring conservation 
sharply to the attention of these others 
by sponsoring "Conservation Week". 

Wile are in the middle of it now; the 
Governor has issued a proclamation about 
it, and conservationists sincerely hope 
that it will be noted by everyone, even 
including those whom. someone aptly 
called the "So-What? People", 


. The Governor's Proclamation 


"In this year of California's centen- 
nial of ‘statehood, we are reminded that 
the tremendous growth and development of 
our State during its first 100 years is 
due in large part to the great abundance 
of its natural resources. 

"Today + « » « the drain on these re- 
sources is greater than ever before. We 
have reached the point where California's 
future progress will be measured by how 
we- conserve its forests, its agricultural 
and rmge lands, its water, its mineral 
and oil deposits, its beach and mountain 
recreational facilities, and its fish and 
game 

"If we are to make certain that Cali- 


fornia continues as a pleasant and pro-. 


ductive place in which to live and work, 
each of us must .take a personal interest 
in'the conservation of its resources. We 
must be particularly careful, in our en- 
joyment of the out-of-doors, to prevent 


.the destruction of our forests through 


the scourge of fire. We mast come to 
understand the interdependence of forest 
conservation, water conservation and 

soil conservation and the relation of all 
of these to full development of our re-~ 
creation and fish and game programs. 

'In the interest of focusing the atten- 
tion of the public on the urgent need ~ 
for increased conservation during the 
second century of our statehood, I, karl 
Warren, Governor of California, do hereby 
proclaim the period of March 7 to 1h, 
1950, as Conservation Week, nd I urge 
all the people of our State to become 
more’ aware of. the extent to which our 
daily welfare depends upon natural 


*, resources."
